NO WORD COMES

Washington, May 6.—(Special. \—W'ashine- 
‘ton has thad two distinct panics of excite- 
/ ment today. The first came when it was 
| announced that a cablegram had been re- 
ceived from Wildman, the consul at Hong 
Kong. It was supposed that this pertained 
to Dewey and his openhations, but it devel- 
oped that it was merely the announcement 
that certain wealthy families he named, 
tendered their allegiance and petitioned 
citizenship. 

In the absence of further explanation it 
is supposed that these are citizens of Ma- 
nila, who fied to Hong Kong before the 
United States warships arrived there, and 
who, being satisfied of American suprema- 
cy, asked for citizenship. 

The other panic came in the afternoon 
when it was announced that the cable to 
Manila has been repaired and was work- 
ing. This was followed almost immediate- 
ly by a correction denying the story of the 
cable repair. When Secretary Long left 
his office at 5 o’clock, nothing from Dewey 
had been received. 

The anxiety to hear from Dewey is in- 
tense, and it is understood that the consul 
at Hong Kong has been instructed to rush 
some vessel over to Manila and get in com- 
munication with Dewey if possible. He 
should have done this Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, and it is confidently expected some- 
thing will be heard from there tomorrow. 


No News Is Good News. 


One comfort the officials take in the sit- 
uation, although it is of a negative charac- 
ter, is that the lack of communication is 
a probable evidence that the Spaniards at 
least are not in control at Manila, else they 
would speedily communicate that fact to 
the rest of the world through the cable. If 
the delay means anything, it is believed not 
to be more serious than that Commodore 
Dewey has been delayed in carrying out 
fully his plans for the occupation of Ma- 
nila. In other words, it may not have been 
possible for the commodore, within the short 
space of two days, to effect the destruction 
of. the Spanish fleet, the silencing of the 
forts at Cavite, the seizure of Corrigedor 
island, the capture of Manila and finally 
the restoration of cable communication. 

If he has been delayed beyond Tuesday 
or Wednesday in carrying out this exten- 
sive programme, it is not at all surprising 
that he has not been heard from through 
a dispatch boat. The state department is 
in close touch with Consul Wildman, at 
Hong Kong, who is expected to supply the 
earliest possible news from the Philippines. 

It ts barely possible that the first news to 
come may be through the British sources, 
inasmuch as all British cable subventions 
contain a clause giving the British govern- 
ment the precedence in the use of the cable 
in any emergency. 

Sampson Won’t Visit Canaries. 

Respecting Admiral Sampson's move- 
ments, the department is still mute, al- 

though it is apparent that interesting news 
is expected on the subject within the next 
three days. Therefore it is quite certam 
that the rumor which originated in London 
to the effect that Sampson has undertaken 

a campaign in the Canaries is dismissed, 
without attracting attention at the hands 
of the officials, since it would be manifestly 
impossible for the admiral to arrive at the | 
Canaries in as short a space of time as 
eoree days. Again, the monitors in his 
fleet could not carry coal enough to make 
the passage.

SHAFTER INSPECTS TRANSPORTS; 
PAY DAY AT TAMPA CANE 


The General and Other Oficers Visited the Whar Yesterday To 
See How Work Is Progiessing, 


FOUR OF THE VESSELS ARE NOW STOWING AWAY GoAL)’ 


Workmen Preparing Stalls for the Artillery and Cavalry Horses—Fifth Infantry 
Soon to Leave Tampa for Other Polnts-—Everything 
Looks Like an Early Advance. 


Port Tampa, Pla., May 6.—(Special.)}—Among the most important events of the 
day was the visit of General Shafter, who, with several officers of high rank, 
came over to the port from Tampa Bay hotel headquarters this morning to inspect 
the transports and to look over the situation generally, and particularly as to lo- 
cating the most available points from which horses and artillery can be loaded 


with the greatest ease and facility. 

Four of the large transports, having finished coaling, are now lined up along 
the-great Plant syste: deck aud adarge fie of workmen are-prepuring them for 
the reception of the cavalry and artillery horses. Several ears of lumber are being 
unloaded on the dock, with which flooring is being laid and stalls for the horses 
are being erected. 

Some excitement was caused by the stowing of a large quantity of ice on the 
transport Berkshire, as it seemed to indicate an early movement, but it was soon 
learned that this was for the use of the various crews and laborers. The steam- 
ship D. H. Miller, which will also be used by the government, arrived last nicht 
and is now coaling. A great guantity of coal is being received, but this move- 
ment has barely begun, as the railroad companies have been notified they will be 
expected to handle 250,000 tons, which means in the neighborhood of 200 train 
loads. ; 


Pay-Day With the Troops. 


The troops were,in a particulariy happy frame of mind today, as the govern- 
ment pay wagon paid the camp a visit this morning, paying out many thousands 
of dollars, but it does not seem to have changed the great dignified bearing they 
have displayed all alung, and those wh? might be gay have had a slight quietus 
put over them by the prompt and vigorous action of the Tampa civil authorities 
in prosecuting the few negro soldiers who violated the law and disturbed the 
peace several nights since. Commencing last night guards are stationed at all 
outgoing trains to see tliat none of the men leave who have not permission to do 
so from the proper officers. 


Fifth Infantry to Leave. 


The Fifth infantry, now encamped on Picnic island, just across the bay from 
the port, will leave for some other station in a few days and others will have the 
honor of guarding the big pile of government coal now on the dock, which duty 
has been performed for the past week by the Fifth. 

Some uneasiness had been felt for the safety of the Plant system tug Tarpon, 
which left here about a week ago with a detachment of the coast signal service. it 
having been rumored that it had fallen into the hands of the Spaniards, but the 
officials were notified last night that she had arrived at Key West after establish- 
ing a station at Tortugas. 

The Plant system has just been notified that there will be a considerable move. 
ment of troops from Tampa to the port tomorrow. 


A Mule in the Soup. 


A little excitement and amusement was offered the sightseeers this morning, 
caused by the accidental falling overboard of one of the several hundred govern- 
ment mules from New Orleans, while being unloaded from one of the two Morgan 
line steamers, Whitney and Gussie, which are also to be used as transports. 
After a brave struggle with the waves, the exhausted animal was brought ashore. 

A jolly excursion party from St. Petersburg came over last night and the ball- 
room of the inn being turned over to them, dancing was indulged for several hours, 
a number of army officers and privates participating. 


CANARIES MAKING PREPARATIONS 
FOR MOST ENERGETIC DEFENSE. 


Liverpool, May &—Steamers arriving today from the Camaries report that the 
United States consul at Las Palmas left suddenly with plans of Las Palmas har- 
bor. They say aiso that there are 12,009 Spanish troops in Grand Canary alone 
under Genera] Sugara, most of whom are armed with Mausers. Every Span- 
iard and Canarian had been pressed into the service. 

Fortifications were rapidly being constructed and a new fort in Hilisi. de at 

Las Palmas, facing the sea, will mount heavy guns. 

The military authorities were taking possession of buildings of British sub- 
jects, for which they refuse to pay or make exchamges, and the government was 
selling at auction all sorts of monopolies, arms, paints and the like in a desperate 
attempt to raise revenue.

After the Murder the Negro Takes 
Refuge in a Barn, and After Tak- 
ing Another Life, Is Shot to 
Pieces by a Mob of 
Angry Men. 


New Orleans, May 6.—Corporal Anthony 
Cleary was shot and killed today by Den- 
nis Burrell, alias Brown, a negro. 

Burrell fled and after a long chase took 
refuge in a barn at the corner of Berna- 
dotte and Solomon streets. The police and 
citizens surrounded the building. The ne- 
-€ro came to one of the doors guarded by 
Patrolman Trimp and shot him through 
the right side of the body, causing almost 
immediate death. Burrell was finally cor- 
nered by the police and citizens and his 
body was riddled with bullets, 

Burrell was wanted in the parish of St. 
John, where he stole a $100 bill from the 
house of a negro named Johnson. He 
boarded a train on the Mississippi Valley 
road and on the way down to the city be- 
came ‘nvolved in a row with Conductor 
Morris. He shot the latter in the right 
har.d and jumped from the train. 

This morning he was pointed out to the 
police by Mary Johnson. Sergeant Jacobs 
and Corporal Cleary attempted to arrest 
him and he opened fire on them. The first 
shot grazed Jacobs’s neck and the second 
entered Cleary’s head. Jacobs drew his 
pistol and fired several shots at Burrell, 
and the latter returned the fire. Burreil 
man away, but was finally kilMed.

interpret them as advice to Spain, given in 
a rather brutal form, to recognize facts, 
however painful, and to seek to minimize 
the inevitable consequence of the situation. 

Nobody has ventured publicly to advocate 
the doctrine that in the unequal combat 
Spain is called upon to vindicate her na- 
tional honor, but the fact that the tenden- 
ey of thought is in that direction makes for 
peace. 

Many Spariish with considerable experi- 
ence in Cuba whom Senor Sagasta has con-

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GAGE DISCUSSES 
NATIONAL TREASURY 


Available Assets on April 30 Showa to 
Have Been $179,832,472, 


LARGE DAILY BALANCE NEEDED 


All Deductions Made Would Now Leave 
on Hand Only $29,000,000 About. 
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SECRETARY ADVOCATES ISSUE OF BONDS 


He Declares Individuals Will Not Sub- 
scribe to Any Great Extent 
to the Loan. 


Washington, May 6—The testimony of 
Secretary Gage as to the condition of the 
treasury and its requirements in order to 
meet the monetary demands of the war %s 
made before the senate committee on 
finance was given to the public today. 

The secretary stated the available bal- 
ance in the treasury on April 30th at $179,- 
832,474, but from this it was, he said, nec- 
essary to deduct the $50,000,000 appropriated 
for the national defense. He estimated 
trat when the deficiencies in the war and 
navy departments were met there would 
be an available balance of $91,000,000. The 
treasurer estimated that he must have $9),- 
000.000 for a working balance from day to 
day. This would leave now only $29,000,000 
of available net cash in the treasury, but 
for the fact that there were some liabili- 
ties that would not be pressed, he thought 
that all told the treasury could count upon 
available cash to the extent of $70,000,000 
above the $100,000,000 gold reserve. 

Mr. Gage stated that at the time his 
testimony was given none of the volunteer 
forces had become a tax upon the govern- 
ment, but the entire 125,000 men would have 
to be taken care of within a month's time. 
The best estimates placed the extraordinary 
expenses for the war and navy depart- 
ments at $52,000,000 up to July ist next, 
in addition to the $50,000,000 voted for na- 
tional defense. He thought that from $40,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 in uadition to the ordi- 
nary revenues would have to be realized 
between now and July ist to preserve the 
gold reserve intact. Without this extra 
fund he thought the reserve would be re- 
duced to the extent of $30 000,000, leaving 
in the treasury only $70,000,000 ail told at 
the end of the fiscal year. 

Mr Gage said he knew of no other 
method for raising this extra money except 
by taxation or -the/sale of bonds. Senator 
Turpie asked if_hé could think of no other 
method. va 

“J cannot think of any other to which 
I think-jt would be proper and safe for 
the @overnment to resort. except by the 
l@siiance of treasury certificates. I think 
Y is a legitimate operation to borrow in 
“any way you van make it acceptable to 
both parties to the contract.”’ 

The secretary refused to furnish an esti- 
-Mate of the expense of the war after July 
Ist, because he had no data from the war 
and pavy departments, but he gave the 
committee what he called a ‘‘guess’’ based 
on the best information obtainable placing 
the figure at $25,000,000 a month in addition 
to the ordinary expenses. 

Our People Different from French. 

Mr, Gage expressed the opinion that it 
would. be impossible to place as much as 
$10,000,000 of the loan among individuals 
and in small sums. Explaining his reason 
for thiz opinion he said: 

“Our people are very different from the 
French people, if you please, in whose 
country there are no savings banks. In 
our country there are 5,000,000 people who 
have money in savings banKs at a general 
average rate ef interest of 4 per cent. The 
money is available to them at any mo- 
ment. The temptation to invest in 2 per 
cent bonds and disturb their little balances 
ln the Savings banks is not very great. 

“In France the individual has money; 
his little savings are stored away in a 
Stocking or a sack or a private hoard. It 
is in cash. It is drawing no interest gen- 
erally and when the government puts out a 
loan it is his opportunity. Our people have 
large opportunities. That is the principal 
reason why I ‘ake it the whole $100,000,000 
will not be taken by private persons.” 

To this statement Senator Wolcott took 
exception, saying: 

“The secretary allows nothing for the 
patriotic desire of the people to eupport 
the government and take bonds at less in- 
terest than they can get in a savings 
bank.” 

Secretary Gage: “You ask my opinion as 
to what proportion of these bonds will be 
taken by individuals. I do not think my 
Opinion is worth any more than that of any 
other gentleman, but I do not believe the 
whole $100,000,000 will be subscribed or 
offered for by individuals. I may be mizs- 
‘taken. J sincerely hone TI am.’’ 

Senator Wolcott: “Then if $500.000, 000 
should be offered you think that much leag 
than $100,000,000 would be taken by in- 
dividuals; is that your idea?’ 

Secretary Gage: “I think the quantity 
offered would not make a very large dif- 
ference in the quantity taken by individual] 
subscription.” 

The e@cretary recommended that the in- 
terest on the bonds be made payable every 
four months instead of quarterly.

Landon, May 6.—A special d:ispitch from 
Shanghal published today gives what is re- 
ported to be the Japanese report of the 
fighting at Manila, received via the is'and 
of Formosa. It says that after disposing 
of the Spanish fleet amd Cavite, Commo- 
dore Dewé@y bombarded Mé@nila itself. The 
city, it appears, Was soon on fife in many 
parts; the work, it is added, chiefly of the 
insurgents. Great loss of life is reported 
to have occurred among the Spanish res- 
idents of the city.

Four United States Warships Sighted 
Off Porto de Banes, Cuba. 

New York, May 6.—A special from King- 
ston says that United States warships have 
been sighted off Porto De Banes, Cuba. 
They are supposed to be a part of Rear 
Admiral Sampson's fleet,

Senate Gives Up Entire Session to 
Postoffice Appropriation Bill. 
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THE RAILROAD CHARGES ARE DISCUSSED 


Pettigrew’s Amendment Calling for a 
Reduction of Twenty Per Cent 
Is Now Under Debate, 


Washington, May 6—One war measure 
was passed by the senate today. It was a 
bill to increase to fifteen the number of 
surgeons in the United States army and to 
authorize the secretary of war to employ 
as Many contract surgeons as he might 
deem necessary. 

Almost the entire session was consumed by 
a discussion of an amendlient of the pust- 
office appropriation bill, provuling for a re- 
duction of 20 per cent in the compen:aven 
of railroads for the transportation of mails.

In requesting a conference upper a pen-

The consideration of the postoffice sppro- 
priation bill was resumed, the pending ques.

kota, providifie for a reduction of 29 fer 
cent in the amount paid +o railroads for 
the transportation of the mails. 

Concerning the amendment Mr. ‘Juay 
pointed out that section 5 of the pencing 
bill provided for a jvint commission, con- 
sisting of three memovers of the senate rrd 
three of the house of representatives, to 
make a thorough !nvestigetion of th2 +rtire 
subject touched by tae amendm>nt cffered, 
He added that the committee on postorfices 
and postroads already had made a Pe rijal 
investigation of the matter and had had be- 
fore it for examina‘ion officers of the pritr- 
cipal railroads of the country. This inves- 
tigation had shown that the amount raid 
for the transportation of mail was much 
less in proportion than that paid for ite 
transportation of freisit or eapress mat- 
ter. Mr. Quay then liad read some of .he 
statements made un the stbject to the com- 
mittee, as he said, sarcastically, “to fre- 
pare for the politica) diatribes which are to 
follow my remarks.’ 

Quay Favors the Railroads. 

After the reading of the statements by 
the clerk Mr. Quay said the adoption of 
Mr. Pettigrew’a amendment would result 
in reducing the compensation of the rail- 
roads $6,000,000 without any evidence as to 
the results or righteousness of the action. 
He maintained that the investigation au- 
thorized by the pefAding bill ought to be 
made before any a®tion was taken. 

Mr. Pettigrew supported his amendment. 
Re said that the statements presented by 
Mr. Quay were purely exparte in their na- 
ture. The railroad officials presented their 
own statements of fact and drew their own 
conclusions from them. He did not regard 
this as evidence. He charged that ex- 
Second Assistant Postmaster General Neil- 
s£0n was only a creature of the ratiroads 
and that he had worked in the interest of 
the railroad. The present second aésistant 
postmaster general, Mr. Shallenberger, Mr. 
Pettigrew declared, has been captured by 
the clerks beneath him—clerKs who were 
put into the department when railroad 
Officials were at the head of it. This, he 
said, was the reason why Mr. Shallenberger 
in his report had stated that the rates for 
carrying mail during the past fifteen years 
had declined 49 per cent. The only way to 
ascertain whether the government was now 
paying less for mail than it paid fifteen 
years ago was to figure from what was 
paid then, what Is paid now and the 
weights of the mail for the two periods. 
This he had figured out, and was prepared 
to say that the postoffice officials’ state- 
ments were utteny inaccurate and value- 
less. 


Pettigrew Says Charges Are Too High. 
Mr, Pettigrew maintuined in the course 
of an analysis of mail and express sta- 
tistica that the government paid ten times 
as much for transportation of the mails 
as the express companies paid for the 
transportation of their matter. He illus- 
trated what he termed “the fallacy, folly 
and falsehood’’ the statements of Mr. 
Shallenberger before the committee by pre- 
senting express and mail transportation 
figures. Mr. Shallenberger was an honest 
man, he believed, but he had been imposed 
upon by subordinates in the department 
who had obtained their paces through 
greater influence in the last two admin- 
istrations. No better results could be ob- 
tained until “every one of those fellowes 

Was turned out and a new crop put in.” 

Mr. Faulkner, of West Virginia, present- 
ed a strong argument against the Petti- 
grew amendment. He declared ‘that it 
would destroy many of the railroads in his 
own state, fully one-third of fhose in the 
southern states and many throughout the 
country. He presented an elaborate anal- 
ySis of the evidence adduced upon the 
subject by the postoffice and postroads com- 
mittee, of which he is 4 member. to show 
that both the statements of railroad offi- 
cials and officials of the postoffice depart- 
ment had actuaily agreed that the price 
now paid for mail transportation was en- 
tirely reasonable. He was, however, in fa- 
vor of the creation of a commission as pro- 
vided for in the bill thoroughly to Investi- 
gate the whole subject and submit its re- 
port and recommend adoptions to congress. 

Mr. Quay moved that when the senate ad- 
journed today it be to meet on Monday 
next. The motion was agreed to. Unani- 
mous consent was given that a final vote 
on the bill should be taken before adjourn- 
ment on Monday. 

Mr. Hawley, of Connectigut, chairman of 
the military affairs committee, presented 
the house bill to increase the number of 
surgeons in the Unftted States army by fif- 
teen, and in emergencies giving the sec- 
retary Of war authority to appoint as many 
contract surgeons as may be necessary, the 
salary of each not to exceed $19) per month. 

The bill was passed. 

A resolution was adopted directing the 
committee on manufacturer: ‘> investigate 
the adulteration of food arthies by manu- 
facturers.

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WILL A DICTATOR 
RULB OVER SPAIN? 


Prominent Diplomat at Washington 
Prophesies That Way. 


THERE’S WEYLER AND CARLOS 


Both Are Playing To Get the Reins of 
Government. 


DON CARLOS NOT POPULAR IN SPAIN 


While Weyler Is a Great Favorite, 
Hence the Diplomat Thinks the 
Butcher Is the Man.

Washington, May  6.—(Spéctal.)—‘Now 
lookout for a military dictatorship in 
Spain. To one who knows the feeling of 
the Spanish people that seems almost in- 
evitable in this emergency.”’ 

The speaker was a prominent young 
member of the diplomatic corps attached to 
one of the embassies in Washington. He 
came here after several years’ service at 
Madrid, and his knowledge of the politics 
of Spain and of the feeling of the Spanish 
people has been acquired through intimate 
association with them. He is a man who 
is not content with the mere surface social 
duties of an attache, but is a real etudent. 

“Yes,"’ he said, “lookout for a military 
dictatorship, and, unless all signs fail, wijth 
Weyler at its head.’ 

We were discussing the effect of the vic- 
tory at Manila upon the war and upon the 
two countries engaged in it. He eaid that 
so far as precipitating any intervention by 
Europe was concerned he did not consider 
it likely that this one battle would in any 
way change the rélations now éxisting or 
the attitude of the European powers to- 
ward the confilct. His argument was that 
having proclaimed neutrality these powers 
would hold hands off and let ua fight it out. 
The mere defeat of Spain in the first battle 
could not change the status and would not. 

I asked him if he thought with those who 
bélieved Spain’s defeat would lead her to 
sue for European interference on the basis 
of ceding Cuba as the United States has 
demanded. 

“No,” said he, “Spain could not afford 
to change front in that way at thie “eafly 
stage of the game. She is bound to make 
at least one more effort—to put up one 
more fight, as you say it. Her Atlantic 
squadron, in which are her best. modern 
vessels, must show what they can do. If 
the result of a battle upon the Atlantic 
should be another overwhelming defeat for 
Spain then there might be European inter- 
ference or intervention at the suggestion of 
her friends, but not until then. The Span- 
lard will die fighting and in my opinion the 
end of this war fs not now In sight.” 

It was at this point of our talk that the 
conditions in Spain were referred to. The 
diplomat who was doing the talking went 
on to say that the evidences of discontent 
over the defeat at Manila boded ill to the 
Spanish dynasty. 

“There is not much real sentiment back 
of the dynasty,” he went on to explain. 
“About all there ts comes from sympathy 
for the boy king and for the natural feel- 
ings of his mother: 

Perhaps the majority of the people do 
not believe that his claim to the throne its 
as good as that of Don Carlos, and certain- 
ty few believe that it is better. The queen 
regent jis not popular. The politicians of 
the country, though nominally supporting 
the dynasty, are in reality against it, except 
where they profit by their support, and the 
queen’s only strength comes from the people 
in the provinces who have been brought 
in contact with her and who gdmire her 
womanly and motherly qualities. She is a 
most excellent lady, but she is referred to 
by the masses of Spain as the Austrian, and 
as you know, she is not the first Austrian 
woman who has figured in the overthrow of 
a reigning house. 

*“‘Neither is Don Carlos popular. He, too, 
is rewarded as a foreigner, and there is no 
enthusiasm back of the carlist cause,though 
many of what you might call the anti- 
administration people in Spain put them- 
selves down as Carlists. The masses care 
little for either, and the shrewd leaders 
of the army and in public life know it. If 
there is an uprising, I do not believe that 
it will take the form on a@ call for Don Car- 
loss, but will rather be in the nature of a 
movement for the re-estabiishment of the 
Spanish republic. That will he the form; 
the substance, however, will be a military 
dictatorship, with Weyler at its head. 

“Weyler is a Spaniard of the Spaniards. 
He is not only a fighting soldier, but he is a 
man of ability in affairs. He is a born 
leader of men. What Boulanger was to the 
hysterical populace of France a few years 
ago, Weyler is to the populace of Spain— 
and a great deal more. Boulanger was 
merely the representative of the army 
without brains and ability—a mere figure- 
head, a mere puppet. Weyler, on the other 
hand, enjoys the devotion of the army as 
and he has besides the qualities of real 
leadership. He is the ideal man to help a 
revolution, and just now the time for a rev- 

olution in Spain has arrived. It looks like 
a case of the time and the man meeting.” 

I asked if any guarantee had been given 
to Spain of Buropean heip to uphoid the 
dynasty. 

“Nothing like substantial assurance,”’ 
eald he, “‘and there is likely to be nothing 
of that kind except from Austria, whose 
sympathies are very naturally with the 
queen regent. Perhaps at the end there 
might be intervention, but for a time, at 
jeast, Weyler would find things all his own 
way, and to a man of his tastes and his 
ambition, the opportunity is most tempting. 
If Weyler does not grasp it, we have all 
been badly fooled in his character. O? 
course it would be. done under dramatic 
circumstances, for those Latins are nothing 
if not dramatic; and it would be done in 
the guise of preservation of the fatherland. 

‘“‘Most likely it would come in the shape 
I have indicated—that is the re-establish- 
ment of the republic. But in whatever 
shape it would be military dietatorship; 
and if you keep your eye on Spain for the 
next few weeks you will. I believe, see 
that come to pass.”

The governor 
makes light of the matter, but his friends 
are disposed to regard it as serious. 
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WAR REVENUE BILL CONSIDERED 


Senate Finance Committee Holds a 
Long Session. 

Washington, May 6.—Thre senate commit- 
tee on finance spent today considering the 
amendments suggested by the republicag 
senators as a body and by Senator Wolcott 
as an individual to the stamp tax schedule 
of the war revenue bill. These amiend- 
ments were largely matters of detail, but 
all were intended to increase the volume 
of revenue to be derived from the proposed 
law. 

Mr. Wolcott's amendments were intended 
to extend the provisions so as to make 
them applicable as far as possible to all 
classes of Individuals. He expressed the 
opinion in pressing his suggestions that the 
general distribution of war taxes had the 
effect of causing the people to be more 
patriotic than they otherwise would be. 

Some of the amendments look to taxing 
transactions of the grain and produce ex- 
changes, especially those bearing upon 
dealings in futures. Several changes were 
adopted and the proceedings were gen- 
erally of a harmonious character. Indeed, 
there has been no marked division except 
over the bond question and as to the 
amount of revenue the bill shall yield. 
These differences were emphasized again in 
today’s proceedings. 

Senator Wolcott expressed himself as 
favorable to the extension of the revenue 
features of the bill. Some have inferred 
from his position on this point that he is 
opposed to the proposed bond issue, but 
such is not the case, and it is understood 
that he will support the bond clause of 
the bill. The position of Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, on the bond issue has not devel- 
oped. 

The democratic members expressed them- 
selves solidly .in opposition to the bond 
issue. They presented the other members 
of the committee with some of the amend- 
ments they will formally offer. They in- 
clude the provision for the taxation of the 
gross receipts of corporations to the ex- 
tent of 1 per cent and the coinage of the 
silver seignivrage in the treasury. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, today took 
occasion to deny the report that the demo- 
crats have been responsible for the delay 
in the committee. 

“We have,” he said, “practically spent 
the entire time in considering amendments 
suggested by the republicans, and if any 
party is responsible for the delay it is 
the republican party.”

IN MOBILE CAMP 


Sergeant Crowley of the Third Infantry 
Killed by a Private. 


SLAYER WAS VERY DRUNK 


The Officer Lost His Life While Trying 
To Make Arrest. 


GEN. COPPINGER LEAVES FOR WASHINGTON 


Officers Think This Means an Early 
Movement of Troops—Volunteers 
To Be Mustered/in Today. 


Mobile, Ala., May 6.—(Special.)—Majcr 
General Coppinger and three members of 
his staff left at midnight in the private car 
of President Russell, of the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad, for Washington, in response 
to an order received today to report to the 
adjutant general. 

Officers here agree that this means im- 
portant movements of the entire forces, 
including volunteers. General ,Coppinger 
will be given a division, and he has ex- 
pressed the opinion that if war is not set- 
tled in two weeks it will last for months, 
and the first of June will find all troops now 
available advancing on Cuba and Porto 
Rico, with a portion to Manila. 

General Coppinger being a Catholic and 
a fluent linguist, speaking French, Spanish 
and Italian, and a man well. versed in 
diplomacy, may be sent to Manila. If this 
billet is to be awarded him, he may pro- 
ceed to California at once, the four regi- 
ments of regulars at Mobile being «ssign- 
ed to some brigadier general. 

A tragedy occurred at the regular army 
camp tonight. Sergeant Crowley, of com- 
pany A, Third infantry, was shot and kill- 
ed by a private of the Nineteenth, whom 
he was trying to arrest for drunkenness. 
At a late hour the civil authorities had not 
been notified of the crime, which comes 
under the order of their jurisdiction. 

Tonight the private, who is crazed from 
drink, is confined in a tent under a strong 
guard, and the military authorities refused 
to discuss details with newspaper men. 

Tomorrow the actual mustering in of 
Alabama volunteers will begin, the first on 
the list being four companies constituting 
the Birmingham battalion, 85 per cent of 
whom passed physical examination. Efforts 
are being made to secure an additional 
examining board to hasten the muster. 
There are now nineteen companies at Camp 
Clark, and the remaining five await orders 
with full quotas to complete the Second 
regiment, the officers of which were ap- 
pointed at Montgomery today. Colonel 
Cox will assume command tomorrow. 

There has been no further development of 
smallpox, and none is feared. Out of 1,800 
men, only two are in the hospital, and both 
are suffering from mild maladies. 

A terrific wind is now blowing across 
the grounds, which are exposed on the bay 
shore, and save for bonfires, the volun- 
teers would suffer from cold. These winds 
arise occasionally, and while they last, 
make life miserable. 


MOONSHINERS ARE NABBED. 


Desperate Fight Between the Distillers 
and Officers. 

Greenville, S. C., May 6.—(Special.)—After 
a fierce fight a supposed moonshiner was 
downed on Main street today. Deputy Mar- 
shal C. A, Carson and a party of revenue 
men had been following a gang of sup- 
posed moonshiners, but some of them 
dodged. Colonel Carson caught up with 
Spartan Langley in this buggy in front of 
the courthouse. Langley, who is of fight- 
ine stock, refused to be arrested and tried 
to get his pistol, when a struggle ensued 
between the two men. The police came to 
Carson’s assistance and placed Langley 
under arrest. Some whisky was found in 
his buggy, but not enough to make him 
liable to federal law. He will appear be- 
fore the mayor tomorrow for caTrying con- 
cealed weapons. 

Two other supposed moonshiners were 
arrested just as they drove into Main 
street from the direction of the mountains, 
but they were later released, as the eyli- 
dence was flimsy. 
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JIM DOBBS WANTS TO FIGHT. 


Tells General Alger He Is Desirous of 
Going to the Front. 
Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—Senators

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THE EMPEROR GOES ON RECORD. 


oe 


Germany’s Ruler Declares Himseif as 
Reichstag Session Closes. 
Berlin, May 6.—The ceremony of closing 
the session of the reichstag took place to- 
day in the white hall of the royal castle. 
The emperor, in the speech from the throne. 
after referring to the fruitful legislation 
of the session, including the increases of 
the army and navy, whereby the peaceful 
security of the empire and the increased 
guarantee of the maintenance of European 
peace have been secured, emphasized the 
pacific character of the German foreign 
policy, while at the same time vigorously 

protecting German rights. 

Referring to the war between Spain and 
the United States, his majesty said: 

“The government will fully fulfil the du- 
ties involved by its neutral position, but 
on the other hand will protect, so far as 
possible, German navigation and commerce 
from molestation or injury.” 

In regard to the Chinese question, 
emperor said: 

“The dispatch of a squadron to Kiao 
Chou to demand atonement for the blood 
of German missionaries made it possible 
to satisfy our long-cherished and fully ju- 
tified desire to obtain foothoias in last 
Asia, capable of commercial development 
and military defense. This has been ac- 
complished by a friendly understanding 
with China and without a disturbance 0: 
the relations between Germany and other 


states.” 

After alluding to the settlement of the 
Greek finances, the speech said it was the 
earnest endeavor of the emperor and his 
federal allies to promote the economic de- 
velopment of the empire, mitigate the bur- 
dens of agriculture and assure the security 
and expanaion of trade and navigation. 
His majesty concluded with thanking the 
reichstag for the discharge of its important 


duties. 

A grand banquet was given in the white 
hall of the palace this even*ng. All the 
princes, members of the bundesrath (fed- 
eral council) reichstag, military and naval 
staff officers were present. Prince Hohen- 
lohe, the imperial chancellor, sat opposite 
the emperor, who engaged in animated 
conversation with those around him. 

In proposing the toast of the evening Em- 
peror William expressed thanks on behalf 
of ‘himself and the tmperial famly for the 
resolution to erect a monument to Emperor 
Frederick. He said he trusted that all his 
guests would carry away with them the 
conviction that their emperor was “‘hon- 
estly endeavoring to direct his acivisers in 
the path marked out by the great emper- 
or.’ He concluded his speech by proposing 
cheers for ‘our beloved I itherland and peo-

| Great Quantities Have Been Purchased 


in Atlanta and Sent to Tampa 
for Horses and Mules. 

Out of all the large contracts made with 
the government for furnishing the armies 
in the south with thay and grain, Atlanta 
has captured the largest contract. 

An Atlanta firm has sold during the last 
five days 200 cars of hay and oats to the 
forces now at Tampa. No other firm in 
the south has sold this much, and it goes 
as another illustration of Atlanta’s en- 
terprise. 

This firm has sold the government 3,850,- 
000 pounds of hay and 25,000 bushels of oats. 
All of this has been shipped to Tampa, It 
was bought mainly from the farmers in 
Michigan, Illinols and Ohio and shipped 
direct to the army at Tampa. 

This has all been sold inside of the last 
five days, the largest lot being a lot of 125 
cars, 


MORE TROOPS GO TO TAMPA. 


Two Trains of the Twenty-Fifth In- 
fantry from Chickamauga Passed 
Through Last Night. 

Two sections made up of twenty-two cars 
of soldiers and supplies from Chickamauga,

Physical Examinations Shows Men 
in Very Good Condition, 


DR, DAVIS 1S IN CHARGE 


No Defects Are Overlooked by Discerning 
and Careful Inspection, 


FORTY-EIGHT EXAMINED FIRST DAY 


Half of Next Week Will Be Required 
To Complete the Arduous Task 
Men Are Anxious To Get 
Into Camp and at 
Work. 


FORTY-EIGHT CANDIDATES TO BE- 
come scld"ers in the volunteer army of the 
United States were physically examined at 
the capitol yesterday. Twenty per cent of 
them failed to have the proper formation 
of body and be of proportionate size. This 
is considered a good showing out of the 
whole. The entire day was taken up in the 
work and it will continue today. 

The number examined is less than was 
expected and the work progressed slowly, 
owing to the care that was necessary be- 
fore every part of the physique of the 
young men was tested. Dr. C. E. Davis 
was in charge and conducted the examina- 
tion. Hle was the only physiciam present 
and was assisted by Captain Wilhicoxon, 
whose company was undergoing the exami- 
nation ,and others who did the clerical 
werk. 

The greater number of those thrown out 
were deficient in development. Few had 
organic troubles that would incapacitate 
them, but many had not received the nec- 
essary musqular development to make a 
strong and vigorous man who can stand 
the trying campaigns that the company 
will doubtless be called upon to go throug. 

The examination was conducted im the 
senate chamber. Here the men were kept 
and taken into one of the committee rooms 
ten in a bunch for examination. The time 
required to examine each lot was about an 
hour, and during this time the men were 
Kept stripped of their clathes, 
their turn. 

Dr. Davis said after the examination was 
over that the men had done well and some 
fine specimens of manhood had stood the 
examination. Hé was pleased with the 
showing made and thought it very credit- 
ab’e, 


awaiting 


How It Was Conducted. 

The tests applied and the requirements 
were the same necessary to enter the regiu- 
lar army and the strictest rules were laid 
down up to which the men were compelled 
to come. The least defect would throw 
them out and nothing was allowed to es- 
cape the eyes of the examiners. 

Major Willcoxon ordered the members of 
his company to go to the senate chamber 
about 9 o’clock. Here they were command- 
ed to remain until further orders. The first 
lot of ten were called amd were ushered 
into the small room adjoining and made to 
Strip themselves of every vestige of cloth- 
ing. 

A short time only was required for this 
and in a few minutes the examination of 
the first one commenced. Dr. Davis gave 
him a few vigorous punches on his body. 
The subject flinched, but soon drew his 
nerve to him and was able to withstand 
the knock. 

His height was taken and he was weigh- 
ed. If he fell short of the requirements of 
the table set out by the army regulations no 
further examination was required. Only a 
few went out for this reason. 

Many questions were fired at the subject, 
and if an answer was given to these which 
showed that he was unfit he was allowed 
to put on his clothes and go. A test 
of his muscles in various ways was made. 
His chest expansion and size around the 
body was taken. These facts were recorded 
and a test of the lungs, heart and eyes 
was made. The hearing was tried. Dr. 
Davis placed his ear to every vital part 
of the body to notice if anything was 
wrong with the applicant. 

The muscles of the leg were more care- 
fully examined than any other portion, as 
it is known that the infantry will have 
much walking to do, and good nether limbs 
are a necessity. As soon as the batch of 
ten men were examined they were let out 
and another ten called in. They were put 
through the same as the others, and this 
continued until 6 o’clock last night, only a 
short time being taken in the middle of the 
day for lunch. 

It was a hard day’s work and the men 
who were engaged in it were glad when the 
hour to close the examination came. It will 
be continued today. The remainder of Cap- 
tain Wilcoxon’s company will be examined 
and after them wtll come the light bat- 
tery. The other companies will follow, 
and so on until the whole is gone through 
with. 

Slow Work Necessary. 

Much dissatisfaction was caused among 
the officers and men by the slow work and 
apparently little progress was being made 
by the physicians. The delay was necessary 
owing to the requirements that are pre- 
scribed by the government for the examina- 
tion of recruits, 

Dr. Davis had no assistant to help him 
in th work and did all of it himself. Each 
applicant had to be put through. It is prob- 
able that more physicians will be put under 
the charge of Dr. Davis today and the 
work pushed more rapidly. 

One captain who had his company there 
waiting for the examimation said that his 
men were very dissatisfied, as many of 


them had left their business to attend the 
examination and if they did not pass they 
wanted to attend to their business affairs 
amd not lose their positions that would be 
filled in a short time. A week will be re- 
quired to complete the work of the Atlan- 
ta recruits, about 500 in number, if faster

work is not done, and the officers, realiz- 
ing the need of having the men in camp 
as soom as possible, will make some ar- 
rangements to facilitate the examination. 
Examinations Elsewhere. 

There are five other stations in the state 
where these examinations are being held. 
They are at Macon, Savannah, Albany, 
Fort Valley and Augusta. The work of 
testing the physical ability of recruits was 
begun at these places under commissioned 
surgeons yesterday and the small number 
of men who are to be examined will cause 
the Atlanta mem to be the last in the 
camp at Griffin, as all recruits are sent 
there as fast as the examinations are com- 
pleted. 

Dr. Jarrell was examined by the board 
of physicians yesterday and admitted to be 
commissioned as a surgeon in the volunteer 
army. He passed a very creditable exam- 
inaticn and wll be sent out at once to begin 
the examination of soldiers at one of the 
cities named as places for them tmbe re- 
cruited.

TRIBUTE TO BRADFORD DUNHAM 


Interesting Incidents in His Career 

Related by Colonel S. G. McLendon. 

The officials of the Waycross fair have 
had published and are distributing the ad- 
dress delivered at the fair on Dunham 4 iv 
by Colonel 8. G. McLendon. The day was 
so named in honor of the general superin- 
tendent of the Plant system’s railway lines, 
Bradford C. Dunham. Mr. PBunham was 
born in Liberty county, Georgia. His first 
employment was as a clerk at $172.4 4 month. 
His first advance was a position in Darien 
which paid him $25 a month. 

At the age of eighteen years he went to 
Jacksonville and became an apprentice in a 
mrachine shop. His first railroad service 
was as a freight clerk with the Central 
railroad at Savannah in 1860. The following 
year he was a freight conductor on the old 
Atlanta and Gulf .railroad, now the Sa-

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Florida and Western. He ran the 
first passenger train into Thomasvillie. 

In the seventies Mr. Dunham had ad- 
vanced to the position of superintendent of 
the Montgomery and Eufaula railroad. Then 
he went to the Louisville and Nashville, 
and when he left the service of that com- 
pany in 1881, the employees purchased a 
$750 silver service to present to Mr. Dunham. 
Learning this, Mr. Dunham gave them to 
understand that it was the sentiment, and 
not the money value of the remembrance 
which he appreciated, and he safd that he 
could not accept anything of greater value 
then a pair of cuff buttons. In 1885 Mr. 
Dunham went to the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad as general manager of transporta- 
tion of the lines east of the Ohio. When he 
left that company's service the employees 
adopted a resolution stating that in parting 
with him, each one parted with a personal 
friend and a superior officer whom it was 
a pleasure to obey. 

Mr. McLendon told an 
dent of Mr. Dunham's connection with the 
Plant system. When he was superintend- 
ent of the Alabama Midland division, an- 
other road made him an officer with more 
than double the sabary he was receiving. 
Mr. Dunham declined it and it was a long 
time before Mr. Piant heard of it, and 
then it was through some one else. Mr. 
Dunham has been an efficient official on the 
Plant system, caring for the interest of his 
employees as well as those of his employ- 
ers. At one time trouble was threatened 
by some of the engineers, but the justice 
of the general superintendent’s position, 
and the fairness which he insisted on being 
shown to the younger engineers averted a 
strike by a vote of the men themseives. 

Colonel McLendon told his hearers that 
they must not believe the story that Mr. 
Dunham had dropped his middle initial ‘‘to 
off useless expense in management.” 

In concluding his address the speaker 
paid this eloquent tribute to the general 
superintendent: 

“There are thousands here and elsewhere 
who know and honor and love B. Dunham, 
and who think\the Waycross Fair Associa- 
tion for the compliment this day paid him.

Spanish Weather Last Night. 

It was Spanish Weather that came down 
with a roar and took the eity by storm and 
before the true cause was known some went 
far aS to assert that it was due to the 
frosty presence of some Spanish spies who 
came through last night, according to ru- 
mor,

The center of the area of lowest pressure 
was over Charlotte, N. C., where the barom- 
eter registered .42 of am inch below the 
normal.

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Suffering of Lee Walker, Who Shot His 
Sister, Something Terrible. 


LITTLE GIRL IS LAID TO REST 


Large Crowd Attends the Funeral. 
None but Accident Theory 
Entertained.

“The accidental shooting of little Sallie 
Baker by her brother Lee, Thursday after- 
noon, as told in yesterday’s Constitution, 
has cast a terrible gloom over the vicinity 
of Ben Hill, in this county, where ‘the 
unhappy parents reside. 

The funeral occurred at noon yesterday 
from the residence, and a large crowd 
from miles around attended the services. 
The floral offerings were elaborate and 
beautiful, and the little body was tenderly 
laid to rest in the church yard near by. 

Great anxiety is felt concerning the con- 
dition of the little fellow who fired the 
fatal shot. His grief is intense, and it is 
feared his mind will be affected unless 
great precaution is taken. He naturally 
takes the death of his sister barder than 
any member of the family, and his tuf- 
fering is something terrible. He has not 
been the same lad since the shooting, and 
refuses to be comforted. 

Coroner Stamps did not deem an inves- 
tigation necessary and there was no in- 
quest. No one entertains any theory but 
that of accidental shooting. It is sup- 
posed that Lee, seeing the gun on the bed 
and not knowing it was loaded, pointed the 
muzzle at his sister’s head, not dreaming 
of the terrible scene that followed. He 
insists that he néver pulled the trigger and 
that the gun must have been cocked when 
he picked it up. He ts unable to explain 
how the weapon went off, and appears en- 
tirely innocent of any crime. He is only 
nine years of age, and his sister was 
eleven.
